GENEVA, Feb. 19(?)—An ex- 
traordinary session of the League of 
Nations assembly—the second in its 
13 years of existence—was summoned 
tonight for March 3 to adjudicate 
China’s case against Japan. 
Chairman. Joseph Paul-Bonconur, of 
the council, made-a final appeal to the 
two nations to avert impending hos- 


tilities at Shanghai and announced 
the assembly would be convoked “‘be- 
cause China has requested it and not 
because of the impotence of the coun- 
cil.” One delegate after another then 
adjured Japan to postpone the execu- 
tion of the ultimatum. 

The council acted on the petition of 
Dr. W. W. Yen, Chinese delegate. 
and in the face of protests by the Jap- 
anese spokesman, Naokate Sato, after 
deciding that Japan’s legal objections 
to the meeting were invalid. The 
American government was immediate- 
ly informed of the development. 

The assembly is assured of a com- 
plete attendance in view of the pres- 
ence of the delegations of more than 
50 nations at the world disarmament 
conference. The body has not convened 
since its regular session last Septem- 


r. 

The imminence of large-scale mili- 
tary operations at Shanghai and the 
establishment of the ~ independent 
state 6f Amkuo in Manchuria lent 
added importance to the meeting and 
observers expected important develop- 
ments to grow out of it. 

An acrimonious debate between the 
Chinese and Japanese spokesmen pre- 
ceded the council’s move. Dr. Yen 
asserted that a state of-.open war 
existed at Shanghai with Japan tak- 
ing the offensive.

The Post says that passengers who 
sailed with the girl on a trjp to Eu- 
rope last December said fhey were 
convinced Miss Cook herself wrote

They said that on this trip Miss 
Cook sent herself a cablegram and fol- 
lowed it up with a fake attempt at 
suicide. They said the girl landed at 
Lisbon when the ship docked there and 
went ashore, visited a telegraph office 
and returned to the ship. ; 


A short time later, the paper says} 
a cablegram was delivered to her 
aboard the ship saying that her sweet- 
heart, a mythical one she named Mal- 
colm, had died. The purser, the paper 
sai& knew the message was faked. 

The paper says the girl refused to 
be consoled and one night while near 
ithe rail screamed about “being through 


with life.” Two women passengers 
moved to her side and the girl gave 
up her suicidal gesture. 

This drama, the Post points out, 
was almost identica] with the one pre- 
ceding the girl’s death. A cablegram 
was-delivered at Naples as the girl 
was about to sail for the United 
States. 

The cable said her sweetheart, St. 
George Tucker Arnold, M. I. T. grad- 
uate, had died. Later the girl’s body 
was found in her cabin. Officials have 
revealed that a narcotic was found 
in the cabin. t 

The paper says that a third hoax 
message also was received by Miss 
Cook. Last June while in Wiesbaden, 
Germany, the Post says, she received 
a telegram that her mother ‘was se- 
riously ill in Naples. 

She hurried there only‘to find that 
her mother was not ill. The author of 
this message has never been found. 

The Post says their informants be- 
lieve that the 20-year-old heiress was 
the probable author of all three mes- 
sages and the victim of her own hun- 
ger forethe dramatic.

ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 19.—(P)— 
George Fort Milton, editor of the Chat- 
tanooga (Tenn.) News, today told the 

Press Institute its members 
shared responsibility for “reorganiza- 
tion of the sociab viewpoint” so that

dn fixing responsibility for crime. 


He spoke on the same ram with 
Raymond B. N ixon, oooh rg the jour- 
nalism department at Emory Univer- 
sity, who told the editors that proper 
interpretation through newspapers of 
the wisdom of scholars is the only 
means by which the world may solve 
ema growing economic and social prob- 

Mr. Milton, a noted writer and 
chairman of the southern commission 
for the study of lynching, said that 
organization had found strong evi- 
dence of a direct relation between the 
prevalence of lynchings and the eco- 
nomic, social and educational status 
of communities. 

me spiritually as well as eco- 
nomica ly underprivileged,” he said. 
seemed quite read 
their drab, narrow, fruitless lives by 
the excitements and emotional re- 
leases of the burning torch and the 
screaming victim.” 

He illustrated with reports from 
agents of the commission on conditions 
in Georgia communities where lynch- 
ings have occurred in recent years. 

Mr. Nixon said newspapers and 
press associations had been the prin- 
cipal stabilizing influences in the pres- 
ent economic crisis, acquainting men 
and women with the “characters, fail- 
ings and necessities” of their neigh- 
bors. He said the task confronting the 
editor was that of ferreting out the 
kind of intellectual leadership needed. 

“That leadership, I believe,” he con- 

tinued, “is to be found among un- 
biased thinkers in colleges and univer- 
sities, and in our own newspaper of- 
fices. Only the wisdom of scholars 
who have the results of years of study 
and research at their disposal, com- 
bined with the technique of editors 
who know the art of interpreting wis- 
dom to the public, can enable us to 
solve problems ‘so complex they tax 
human intelligence.’ ” 

He named three editors and three 
college presidents, Walter Lippmann, 
Glaude G. Bowers, James Truslow 
Adams, Dr. Glenn Frank, Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler and Dr. Harry 
W,. Chase, as men “whom you will 
recognize as having a far clearer con- 
ception of the real issues confronting 
our nation and the world today than 
any of the commonly mentioned can- 
didates for the presidential nomina- 
tion in either party.” 

The journalism teacher said news- 
papers should bring important news 
into closer relation with the reader, 
to show how an event affects him 
personally. 

He said benefits would accrue from 
a public school course to teach intelli- 
gent newspaper reading for the infor- 
mation of future citizens. 

The radio, he said, has 
limitations of permanence, conven- 
ience and selection, and time for 
rumination and reflection, which will 
prevent it from taking the newspapers’ 
place as the principal means of dis- 
seminating news and views. 

Mrs. Mildred Seydell, writer for the 
Atlanta Georgian, told the institute 
that official statistics show a_ de- 
creasexin drunkenness and in crime 
in Sweden since that country adopted 
a liquor control system in 1917.

The formation of the new repub- 
lic of Ankuo out of the two former 
Chinese northeastern provinces of 
Manchuria and inner Mongolia while 
admittedly brought about either as 
the result of the dictation or the 
diplomacy of Japan—with the odds 
favoring the former—is nevertheless 
Surrounded with typical oriental

Japan undoubtedly does not want 
the responsibilities which would go 
with her assumption of formal con- 
trol of the Manchurian government 
as a protectorate or through an- 
nexation. She can avoid these ob- 
ligations and still secure what she 
wants if she is able to set up and 
keep going a weak government, de- 
pendent upon her for protection 
when China proper attempts, as may 
be certainly anticipated, to regain 
her lost provinces.

RAIL VS. MOTOR SAFETY. 


A new record of safety was set 
by the Pennsylvania railroad during 
1931, the operation of jts trains be- 
ing accomplished with the smallest 
number of accidents in its history. 
Many other of our rail carriers made 
similar showings. 

During the same 12-month period 
automobiles produced more acci- 
dents than ever before, ‘although the 
registration of cars was. slightly 
lower than during the preceding 
year. A comparison and an analysis 
of the decreasing railroad accidents 
and the tremendous growth in 
deaths and injuries in automobile 
accidents emphasizes the necessity 
for steps looking to the safeguard- 
ing of the operation of motor cars. 

The employe accident of the 
Pennsylvania railroad was reduced 
by 27 per cent last year, and new 
records’ have been steadily set for 
the past five years, the entire pe- 
riod showing a reduction of 76 per 
cent, 

During the same period automo- 
bile drivers have set steadily in- 
creasing records of fatalities. So 
bad is the situation among motor- 
ists that the casualty companies 
have been forced to increase their 
rates on insurance. At the same 
time, they assert, the additional ac- 
cidents are not due to the in- 
creased number of automobiles.

Theoretically the effects of adenoids 
in children are striking. what with 
pictured and described in ancient 
legends or fables of backward children 
changed into bright little geniuses by 
the trifling operation of removal of 
their adenoids. Practically, I mean 
in actual experience, such things . do 
not happen. nore 

Ten or fifteen years ago I received 
a great many inguries about adenoids 
in children and the best treatment. 
Today such questions seldom turn up. 
It is fairly evident that the adenoid 
craze is ever. This is not ‘to imply 
that children never have adenoids any 
more. But I do not believe the propor- 
tion of children with adenoids is now 
much smaller than it was ten or 
fifteen years ago. and I'll suggest a 
good reason for this in a moment. 
believe also that good physicians are 
less readliy persuesed that the dull 
child has adenoids than formerly. 

Such symptoms as mouth breath- 
ing, high arched palate or narrowing 
and malformation of jaw and teeth, 
pigeon breast, though perhaps asso- 
ciated with evergrowth of lymphoid 
tissue (both in the tonsils and in the 
roof of the nose-throat cavity), are 
seldom remedied by removal of such 
hypertrophied lymphoid tissue. Wheth- 
er such lymphoid tissues are removed 
or not, the child presenting these signs 
requires improved hygienic care, ¢s- 
pecially in the matter of diet, phys- 
ical education and exposure to sun- 
‘light; and. perhaps prolonged ortho- 
dontic treatment, that is, correction 
of the faulty jaw and teeth by a den- 
tist skilled in such work. >

The Texas democrat spoke in reply 
to remarks made Thursday by Repre- 
sentative Tinkham, republican, Mas- 
sachusetts, challenging Bishop Cannon 
to an open court trial of the $500,000 
libel suit the churchman has filed 
against him. 

Garner was brought into the discus- 
sion by Representative Schafer, repub- 
lican. Wisconsin. an anti-prohibition- 
ist. He said that, though Garner 
voted against the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead act, he voted 
for “the notorious five-and-ten” law. 

“We can realize why the father of 
the eighteenth. amendment, Senator 
Sheppard, and the step-father, Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, came out for him,” 
Schafer said.

| ARTICLE OF LEAGUE 


PROVIDES BOYCOTT 


If Article. XVI of the league 
covenant should be adhered to and 
if Japan should refuse to recede 
from its present stand in China, an 
economic boycott would be obliga- 
tory. If the provisions of the article 
were strictly applied, the league 
members would be obliged to ex- 
clude even the United States from 
trading with Japan unless the 
United States voluntarily adopted 
the boycott policy.

Ten per cent of the finance corpora- 
tion’s capital, $200,000,000, has been 
apportioned to help finance crop plant- 
ing this year.
